Despite all the mystery 
of Hitler’s present diplo- 
matic occupations, his 
problem may be simply 
stated. He is faced with 
three chief walls of resis- 
tance standing between 
him and his ambition of 
world dominion. 
~ The first and least sub- 
stantial is France. Her 
opposition is composed of 
an unreadiness on the’ 
part of at least some 
of her rulers to perform: 
the Nazi bidding without. 
question. Having surren-_ 
dered their army, this dis- 
taste on the part of the 
men of Vichy would count 
little against the German 
threats of force, were it 
not that France has _ re- 
cently acquired three bar- 
gaining counters which. 
grow more precious with, 
each new collapse of Italy. 
Weygand’s presence in 

| Africa, the absence ot 

part of the French fleet 
from the Mediterranean, 
and finally the growing 
resentment of ordinary 
Frenchmen against their 
conquerors constitute to- 
gether the French wall of; 
resistance. It is not im- 
penetrable. Treachery in 
Vichy, vuile in Paris, to- 
gether with a ruthless 
display of German powe1, 
might at any moment 
epen considerable 
breaches in it. However, 
Hitler must batter down 
this first wall before he, 
can hope to possess the; 
best conditions for an as- 
sault on the second. 

Britain is the second| 
wall, yet even while Hitler 
mobilises his machines for 
a new and more terrific 
attack against us, he must 
still take account of the 
third. That third wall— 
‘America’s machine pow- 
er—is not yet built, al- 
though it promises later 
to become formidable 
enough. He must bash 
down. the second while the 
workmen on the third are 
still engaged and can be 
‘caught unprepared. Yet 
a man in America under- 
stands the process as well 
as Hitler. He realises that 
only if Britain’s wall 


stands will he have a

I ached 
to innoduce Bieturn to the burly, 
sprawling Russian asleep in the 
opposite chair—Dr, Lazovert, wha, 
heiped icill Rasputin and drove 
his body to the river. 

One morning at nine, the Ger- 
man passenger ‘plane roared 
alarmingly Pw over the Palace 
Hotel, [ asked a waiter why the 
piiot sheuld go off his course to 
do this, “We think its to get us 
,used to the Swastika,” he sald, 
“The first time,he did it, the visa 
Hine at your consulate grew much 
longer.” 

Twenty thousand “German, 
French and Belgian refugees mill 
around in Portugal, waiting for 
American visas. The Pertuguese, 
.to their everlasting credit, treat 
them kindly, often take destitute 
Mothers and children into theit

But the refugees are nervous 
amc .upressed, ‘Chey watch with 
longing as the American Export 
boat slips from harbour, and the 
Cluppe, wings toward the west.

There is but one key 
ty unlock this massive door of

They talk of nothing but inami- 
gration, quota numbers, our young 
viet-consuls. all-powerful gods to 
them, They are sick of each other, 
Men who shared bunks in concen- 
tretien camps avoid one another 
in Lirvon’s jangling streets, The 
poor refugees droop over sidewall 
cafe tubles, munching cold Portu- 
guese beans with their beer, Daily 
the same ruutine: the general de- 
livery window to ask for a letter; 
the Americiin consulate; the news- 
;stand to speculate on Hitler's next 
move; back to the corner cate, 
then listl*ssly ta bed. 

Some have given up; drifted 
j buck into the barren hill towns 
ind “gone native.” Others read of 
our draft Jaw, and get a bright 
iden, They have fled war consis- 
tently so far; now they offer to

Bermondsey, who has been living for some months 
now at what is called St. Margaret’s Camp, near 


| Hemel Hempstead. 


It’s really the Nettleden L.C.C. 


School, and to these boys it’s a luxury home. 


When I met Ronny, his first words to me were, 
“°Cor, lumme, IJ ain’t ’arf caught a lot of rabbits 
since I’ve been here, and I don’t want to go ’ome.” 


But if Ronny still talks Cock- 
ney, he has learned ao lot of things 
in this £25,000 camp—-though the 
headmaster hates tu hear it called 
a camp. 


Ronny has not forgetten home, 
even if he does not want to Bo 
back to Bermondsey. 

His parents, he told me, had 
moved from that area to what is 
called a S-E. area in the bulletins, 
Here is his message to Mum and 
Dad: 

I'm having a grand time, do- 
ing a bit of gardening among ny 
legsone, and getting a lot of rab- 
bits with Jock, Wm alt right 
here, but when are you going to 
send my Wellingtons? 


Well, Mr, and Mrs, Lee, there’s 
Ronny's message. Sure he needs 
these Wellingtons, but that’s 
about all; a happier lad I've not 
met. :

Davies rushed out and, not trou- 
bling about the fact that his own 
house had the rovf off and all 
windows broken, made for a fire 
raging about 100 yards away. 

As he ran down the street a 
girl called to him, “Pliéase get 
my Mum and Dad out!" 

Dashing into the wreckage of 
a partly demolished house, Taffy 
managed to reach Mr. and Mrs. 
Firth and got them clear. 

He had only just done so when 
he heard shouts fron: the other 
side of the road, where a house 
had collapsed

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HITLER AND 
ROOSEVELT 


Despite all the mystery 
of Hitler’s present diplo- 
matic occupations, his 
problem may be simply 
stated. He is faced with 
three chief walls of resis- 
tance standing between 
him and his ambition of 
world dominion. 

The first and least sub- 
stantial is France. Her 
opposition is composed of 
an unreadiness on the 
part of at least some 
of her rulers to perform 
the Nazi bidding without 
question. Having surren- 
dered their army, this dis- 
taste on the part of the 
men of Vichy would count 
little against the German 
threats of force, were it, 
not that France has re- 
cently acquired three bar- 
gaining counters which 
grow more precious with 
each new collapse of Italy. 
Weygand’s presence in 
Africa, the absence otf 
part of the French fleet 
from the Mediterranean, 
and finally the growing 
resentment of ordinary 
Frenchmen against their 
conquerors constitute to- 
gether the French wall of 
resistance. It is not im-, 
penetrable. Treachery in 
Vichy, guile in Paris, to-! 
gether with a ruthless 
display of German powel, 
might at any moment’ 
open considerable 
breaches in it. However, 
Hitler must batter down 
this first wall before he 
can hope to possess the 
best conditions for an as- 
sault on the second. 

Britain is the second 
wall, yet even while Hitler 
mobilises his machines for 
a new and more. terrific 
attack against us, he must 
still take account of the 
third. That third wall— 
America’s machine pow- 
er—is not yet built, al- 
though it promises later 
to become formidable 
enough. He must bash 
down the second while the

As Biefurn and Sieburg con- 
ferred in the lobby, these men 
strolled‘a few feet away: Bech, 
once Premier of - Luxembourg; 
Pierlot, last Premier of Belgium; 
Camille Chautemps, once Premier 
of France; aged Paderewski, first 
Président of Poland. Each man. 
had seen his nation undermined 
by Sieburg’s fifth column, seized 
by the Nazl army, ruled by Bie- 
furn's Gestapo. 

That very day a man had come 
in to reserve a suite for their lat- 
est victim—deposed King Carol of 
Rumania. 

Fascinated, I watched from my 
corner, Sieburg coolly glanced up 
as cach mun passed. The refugee 
statesmcn did not turn their heads, 
nor speak to one another, I ached 
to introduce Biefurn to the burly, 
sprawling Russian asleep in the 
opposite chair—Dr. Lazovert, who 
helped kill Rasputin and drove 
his body. to the river. 

One morning at nine, the Ger- 
man passenger ‘plane roared 
alarmingly low over the Palace 
Hotel. I asked a waiter why the 
pilot should go off his cours: to 
do this. “We think it’s to get us 
used to the Swastika,” he said. 
“The first time he did it, the visa 
line at your consulate grew much 
longer.” ‘ 

Twenty thousand German, 
French and Belgian refugees mill 
around in Portugal, waiting for 
American visas. The Portuguese 
to their everlasting credit, treat 
them kindly, often take destitute 
mothers und childreg into their 
homes, . 

But the refugees are nervous 
and depressed, They watch with 
longing as the American Export 
baat slips trom harbour, and the 
Clipper wings toward the west. 
They are trapped. There is no 
“green frontier,” as they call any 
border they can snevk across, Only 
the ecean. There is but one key 
to unlock this massive door of 
escapc---the American visa, 

They talk of nothing but immi- 
giation, quota numbers, our young 
vice-consuls—all-powerful gods to 
them, They are sick of each other, 
Men who shared bunks in concen- 
traticn camps avoid one another 
in Lisbon’s jangling streets, The 
poor refugees droop over sidewalk 
cafe tables, munching cold Portu- 
fuese beans with their beer. Daily 
the same routine: the general de- 
livery window to ask for a letter; 
the A.nericnn consulate; the news- 
stand to speculate on Hitler's next 
move; back to the corner cate, 
then listlessly to bed. 

Some have given up, drifted 
back into the barren hill towns 
and “gone native.” Others read of 
our draft law, and get a bright 
idezn, They have fled war consis- 
tently so far; now they offer to 
“volunteer in the American 
Army.”

HOW NAZI 
WOMEN 
DEFEATED 
HITLER 


Women ‘workers, con- 
scripted into Hitler’s arms 
factories have forced wage 
concessions from the Nazi 
regime, says a correspon- 
dent. 


Until the outbreak of war Nazi 
propaganda was still busy with 
the slogan that woman's place 
was in the home, although even 
then many female workers were 
engaged on war production. 

During the last year at least 
200,000 women have beer driven 
into compulsory employment. The 
German Labour Front: promised 
that they would receive men's 
wages, but it was the big indus- 
trialists, and, not the Nazis, who 
hat the last word. Accordingly, 
the Nazis announced that ‘the re- 
form of women's wages must be 
postponed till after the war.” 

The women took a hard. Hun- 
dreds stayed away frem the fac- 
tories. Production begun te fall. 
Chambers of Commerce — warned 
the Government against relying 
upon the compulsory recruitment 
of women. Finally, last June, the 
Ministry of Labour announced an 
investigation of female wage rates 
in the vital iron, metal and chemi- 
cal industries. 

The inquiry resulted in a de- 
cree, which brought the wages 
of a few key women workers 
up to &0 per cent, of men's 
wages. 

“Substantial restrictions in these 
increases," the decree stated, “are 
necessary to avoid the — revision 
giving rise to a general increase 
dn women's wages. which would 
inevitably disturb the stability of 
the general wages level, The gen- 
era) ban on wage increases is to 
be enforced with the same strict- 
Ness as hitherto.” : 

Far from being satisfied with 
this minor concession, the women's 
silent opposition continued. Re- 
cently increased wage rates are 
announced for women in the min- 
ing and printing industries.
